Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  audit  and 
examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Holderness 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1945,  which  was 
made  by  the  Division  of  Municipal  Accounting  of  the 
State  Tax  Commission  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of 
the  town.  Schedules  as  hereafter  listed  are  included 
as  part  of  the  report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  audit  and  examination  were  the  ac- 
counts and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treas- 
urer, Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Road  Agents,  Fire 
Department  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Fund's. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENT 

Ten  Year  Statements  of  Indebtedness,  Valuation  and 

Taxes:  (Schedules  A  and  B) 

Summarized  statements  of  Indebtedness,  Valua- 
tion and  Taxes,  covering  a  ten  year  period,  prepared 
from  reports  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Tax  Commission, 
are  presented  in  Schedules  A  and  B. 

Balance  Sheet  -  December  31,  1945:  (Schedule  C) 

A  balance  sheet  as  of  December  31,  1945,  has  been 
prepared  and  is  presented  in  Schedule  C. 

Increase  of  Surplus : 

As  indicated  by  Schedule  C,  the  Net  Surplus  in- 
creased during  the  year  by  $12,077.79.  This  resulted 
principally  from  a  net  budget  surplus  which  was  par- 


tially  offset  by  the  use  of  surplus  cash  to  reduce  the 
amount  of  the  1945  tax  levy.  The  change  in  financial 
condition  of  the  town  during  the  year  may  be  summar- 
ized as  follows:

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and 

Expenditures  -  Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues 

(Schedules  D  and  E) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  ex- 
penditures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fis- 
cal year  ended  December  31,  1945,  are  presented  in 
Schedules  D  and  E.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  sum- 
mary, a  net  excess  of  actual  over  estimated  revenues 
of  $17,632.71,  less  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of 
$1,458.51,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of 
$16,174.20.  It  is  noted  that  the  large  revenue  surplus 
was  occasioned  by  the  sale  of  the  so-called  Edwards 
property  by  the  town. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Schedule  F) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1945,  made  up  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts, 
is  included  in  Schedule  F. 


AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials 
charged  with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of 
public  funds  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers 
and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting 
invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of 
record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  and  totals 
of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Proof  of  the 
Treasurer's  balance  as  of  December  31,  1945,  is  indi- 
cated in  Schedule  F-l. 

TAX  ACCOUNTS 

Tax  warrants  for  the  levies  of  1945,  1944  and 
1943,  were  examined.  Summaries  indicating  the  ac- 
tivity in  these  accounts  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  De- 
cember 31,  1945,  are  presented  in  Schedules  G,  H,  and 
I,  respectively.  An  excess  credit  of  $116.40  was  noted 
in  balancing  the  1945  warrant. 

TOWN  CLERK 

The  accounts  and  records  of  the  town  clerk  were 
examined  and  audited.  All  funds  received  by  the  clerk 
on  account  of  the  issuance  of  motor  vehicle  permits 
and  dog  licenses  were  properly  accounted  for  through 
remittances  to  the  Treasurer.     (Schedule  K) 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

All  computations  on  road  agents'  payrolls  should 
be  checked  before  vouchers  and  checks  are  issued  in 
payment  thereof.  This  applies  to  extensions  of  hours 
worked  and  wages  paid  to  employees  as  well  as  the  ad- 
dition of.  payrolls. 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials,  with 
exceptions  as  herein  noted,  were  found  in  good  condi- 
tion and  the  accounting  procedure  'conformed  to  the 
uniform  system  prescribed  by  this  Division. 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the 
Laws  of  1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary 
of  its  essential  features  shall  be  published  in  the  next 
annual  town  report. 


We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town 
of  Holderness  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of 
the  audit.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


The  calendar  year  1945  has  seen  history  made 
more  rapidly  than  ever  before.  Events  of  deep  mean- 
ing for  the  future  have  followed  one  another  with 
breath  taking  speed.  It  will  be  a  long  time  before  we 
fully  realize  the  significance  of  the  great  war  that  has 
now  come  to  an  end";  of  the  release  of  the  new  power 
known  as  atomic  energy;  and  of  the  vast  political  en- 
terprise now  barely  begun,  called  the  United  Nations. 

Children  in  our  schools  and  homes  must  come  to 
think  of  themselves  not  only  as  citizens  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, not  only  as  Americans,  but  also  as  citizens  of 
the  world.  Sympathy  and  friendship  are  not  to  stop  in 
a  neighboring  county,  nor  even  in  a  distant  state  like 
Texas  or  California;  they  must  reach  likewise  to  Bur- 
ma, Siberia,  and  the  Congo  Region.  Just  as  Hitler  used 
the  schools  to  develop  fanatical  hatred  to  vast  destruc- 
tive ends,  so  we  must  use  them  to  indoctrinate  children 
throughout  the  world  with  the  idea  that  we  can  all  get 
along  together  like  good  neighbors. 

Such  an  attitude  of  world-neighborliness  can  be 
developed  only  as  teachers  and  parents  will  come  to 
realize  the  importance  of  it,  and  as  they  learn  to  de- 
velop broader  tolerance  in  their  own  hearts.  To  de- 
velop world-neighborliness,  schools  need  gradually  to 
replace  old  geographies  and  histories  with  new  texts 
of  broader  outlook ;  and  until  such  books  are  available, 
teachers  must  try  to  interpret  the  lessons  in  our  pres- 
ent books  in  such  a  way  that  pupils  will  come  to  see 
their  relationship  to  the  rest  of  the  world. 

The  war  has  also  taught  us  other  lessons  about 
education.  It  has  proved,  through  experience  in  army 
camps,  that  young  people  can  learn  much  faster  and 
more  effectively  than  they  are  in  the  habit  of  learning. 
It  has  shown  that  our  traditional  methods  of  teaching 
can  be  greatly  speeded  up  if  necessary,  and  has  demon- 
strated the  value  of  moving  pictures,  still  pictures,  and 
other  modern  devices  that  give  children  a  clearer  un- 
derstanding of  what  they  read  and  recite  about.    And 
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it  has  brought  vividly  to  our  consciousness  the  need 
for  more  thorough  and  complete  training  in  health  and 
physical  education. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  important  lessons  we 
should  have  learned  in  1945.  Let  us  try  to  profit  by 
them  in  1946,  and  in  the  years  ahead.

Physical  examinations  including  height,  weight 
and  vision  tests  have  been  made.  Individual  inspec- 
tions were  carried  out  whenever  necessary. 

Result  of  Examinations: 

Defective  teeth — 29 

Defective  vision — 4     (2  have  been  corrected) 

Enlarged  tonsils — 6 

Dental  clinics  were  held  with  Dr.  Pottle  and  Dr. 
Deneault  of  Meredith.  Transportation  was  furnished 
for  sixteen  pupils  to  attend  the  clinics. 

Three  pupils  had  tonsilectomies. 

A  new  telebinocular  for  measuring  vision  was  used 
with  very  good  results. 

The  Red  Cross  furnished  cod  liver  oil  tablets  and 
is  assisting  with  the  half  pint  of  milk  which  the  chil- 
dren are  having  each  day  in  the  four  schools.  They 
have  also  assisted  financially  in  the  health  work  which 
has  been  done.

Cross,  the  Superintendent,  the  School  Board  and  School 
Staff  for  their  cooperation  at  all  times.
